Since 1966, your president has maintained a 
listing of the club sponsored coin shows in the area. This list- 
ing is mailed on a quarterly basis to the members and friends of 
N.C.N.A. and on a monthly basis to 185 households that constitute 
the membership of San Jose Coin Club. For the price of a stamp 
and a few minutes of your time, your club’s critical show infor- 
mation is multiplied like a chain letter to more than 300 people. 
This information must be sent to me in San Jose, and the WAY TO 
SAN JOSE is shown in this quarter’s show listing. Unfortunately, 
some of the member clubs are not availing themselves of this 
Service... Opportunity lost! 1! 


WE DID NOT GO TWENTY YEARS WITHOUT A BULLETIN. This issue of the 
bulletin marks the tenth anniversary of NCNA Heads and Tales. But 
the first NCNA newsletter was issued in JULY 196% by our current 

secretary, Lillian Hooker. Mrs. Hooker continued to mail a news 

letter describing the progress and functions of the newly created 
organization on a quarterly basis from 1961 until 1963. 


A formal bulletin was initiated in 1964 with Kathy Muller as the 
new editor. Kathy was a very dynamic woman, and expressed it in 
everything that she did for N.C.N.A. The bulletin appeared to be 
type set, and contained a great variety of material, all in the 
days before xerox and correction fluid, certainly before electric 
typewriters were very available and when word processing was 
unheard of. All of this proved to be a woman killer. Kathy was 
editor from 1964 until the middle of 1966. Your president took 
over as editor. Back we went to manual typewriters and Gestetner 
(high class mimeograph), but I lasted until 1975. 


There was no bulletin from 1976 to 1980. Ten years ago, Michael 
Turrini took over and re-named the bulletin NCNA Heads and Tales. 
(The old name was the NCNA Quarterly). You know the rest. 


A TRIBUTE TO ALL EDITORS. I should like to thank all bulletin 
editors of coin clubs at this time. You do more than to tell 
members what is happening here and now. You serve as the recorders 
for all coin club historians of the future. Recognizing this 
fact, I would like to take the opportunity to pay tribute to 
Professor Charles Kappen (retired, San Jose State University) and 
past president of California State Numismatic Association. It 

was Professor Kappen who, in 1950, converted Cal Coin News from 
mimeographed sheets into the type-set form that it has maintained 
to this day. Kappen set up the article format also, using only 
his old manual typewriter, and ina single year moved the publi- 
cation forward at least ten years. During his tenure as editor, 
he published six issues per year, not four. His magazines provide 
the only information available, in many instances, about the 
activities of the coin clubs in the fifties. Well done.
